COLIN Ind conſideryng it may be, that ſundzy of ignozaunce haue both repayzed to the ſapd Scot» 
tydmen, and receaued theyz goodes, without knowledge oz partakyng of any they; euyll factes. Befoze her Pas 
ieftie wyll extende her fozce of armes oz Jultice agaynlt any ſuch : her Pateſtie warneth them all to retourne with 
ſpede, eyther to they; dwellyng places,0z to the next pozte that they may attayne vnto after the notice hereof, and - 
there to geue knowledge of they;-names 4 dwellyng places, and of all they; enterpziſes donte eyther by them ſelues, 
0; by ſuch in whole company they were, whyleft they were vpon the Seas. 

Ind fo; further pzoceadyng again# ſuch others as wyll not retourne from that trade, but wyll perſeuer therin: 
Her Batefſtie meaneth, by ſendyng of certaine her ſþippes to the Seas, to cauſe them to receaue by fozce and by 
Jultice, ſuch extreme punyſemente as they haue deſerued, to therample of all others, Ind yf any pooze Mary- 
ners haue ben entyced by pzetenſes of trade of Warchaundizes, oz fyſſyng, to ſerue and accompanye ſome lewde 
capitaines and maſters of hippes : her Bateſkie is contented to ewe fauour and mercye to all ſuch perſons, fo as 
they (hall playnelye do theirendeuour to attache the Capitaines oz maſters of any ſhippe that hath committed any - 
Ptracle, and to bzyng them to lande, 

Fynally her Waieftie Erayghtly chargeth and commaundeth, that no maner of ſhippe oz veſlell, that (albe by 

any colour to be ſuſpected of Ptracie, oz that (ball not be knowen to be a notoztous marchaunde, (albe ſuffred to 
paſſe out of anye pozte oz creke, vntyll the maſter, capitapne,oz owner therof ſhall haue put in ſuerties befoze the 
utceadmirall, Patoz, Bayiyfles,oz other officers of the pozte where they ſhall p:zepare to embarke, to aunſwere to 
all mancr of thynges that may be obtected agaynf ſuch as haue oz hall poſſeſle, oz ſayle in the ſame yppe, 
Other perticuler ozders her Wateltie meaneth further to pzeſcribe vnto the Uiceadmirals ſail coaftes, foz rep:ef- 
ſyng and auoydyng of all Pirates and rouers bpon the Seas, which her highneſle wylleth to de obſerued of all mas 
ner her ſubectes, Ind beſtdes traightly chargeth all wiceadmiralles, Watozs., Sheriffes, Bayliffes,and other her 
officers and ſublectes, to haue a diligent and carefull eye to therecution hereof, in that may touche them oz any of - 
them, as they wyll aunlwere koz the contrary at they: vttermolt peryll,
